•□□□□□□□□  The  need  to  monitor  the  granting  of  any  fee  waivers/expedited  processing  requests 
and  our  response  to  such. 

•□□□□□□□□  Anything  other  issues  someone  would  like  to  raise. 


Also,  I recommend  that  by  the  end  of  next  week  each  Region/affected  HQ  office  take  a look  at 
the  spreadsheet  categorizing  the  requests  and  give  thought  as  to  who  would  be  the  primary 
custodians  in  that  Region/Office  that  would  likely  have  documents  responsive  to  each  category.
